IN SENATE AND ASSEMBLY. 

Speaker Hewitt took the floor for 
the first time Thursday when he called 
up Assembly bill No. 833, of which he , 
is author. This bill makes radical ' 
changes in reclamation and swamp 
land district laws, the most important 
of which relates to the methods of 
assessments for Improvements.

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NEW TERMINAL 
STATION AT SAN 
_ FRANCISCO 

The following is Taken from a long 
article published in the Han Francisco 
Call of Saturday, February lllh, on 
the subject of a new terminal station 
in that city to take careof the tremend¬ 
ous increase of passenger trallic from 
the east that will go by way of the 
I’eninsula into Han Francisco. Real 
estate men give their views on the 
subject, showing the necessity of a 
modern depot: 

Since the I’anama-l’acilic exposition 
has become a certainty, real estate 
men a:id projierty owners generally 

are clamoring for a new j)assenger 

termiiial station for this city. 

In the absence of any statement 

from the Southern Pacific company, 

the public is left in doubt as to whether 
the inoiiosed terminal will be built 
before 1915 or not. 

Facii the probable site is a matter of 
conjecture. There is a general belief 
that the railroad company contem¬ 
plates the erection of a st ation at some 
time in the lower jiai t of the city near 
the foot of Market street. It is known 
that considerable ])ro|)erty has been 
ac<|uired between the 'I'hird and 'I'owus- 
end streets station and Market and 
East streets. 

The following statements of leading 
real estate men set forth many ideas 
and show the urgent need of a modern 
passenger (ieiiot: 

E. L. Hoag of Lyon A Hoag—The 
time is ripe for the building of a large 
terminal station. It is one of the 
e.ssential iireparations for the fair. 
The jieopleare entitled to it as a matter 
of convenience and civic jiride. More¬ 
over, it would J)ay the railroad to do it. 
A large terminal at the foot of Market 
street would greatly facilitate tratlic 
and make many jieojile come to San 
Francisco from the peninsula and San 
Jose. The Third aiurrownsend station 
is so repulsive and so hard to get to 
and from that many jieople are deterred 
trom traveling back and forth from 
the peninsula, whereas that should be 
the most jiopular route to lake out of 
town, both for travelers and com¬ 
muters. A monumental terminal 
station is one of the things that we 
must have befo.e the opening of the 
exposition. 

Charles H. Kendrick of Stine A 
Kendrick—A great union terminal for 
the bay district and more iiarticularly 
for San Francisco demands most care¬ 
ful consideration, in which the present 
conditions should not play such a large 
part as the logical development which 
the next ten to twenty years will bring 
to San l''rancisco and its en\ iroi|s. 

Fred \V. Hollinan — The logical 
l)assenger terminal 'or the peninsul.Tr 
traffic, as well as the transcontinental 
and transbay pa.s.senger traffic, of San 
Francisco as it would be in any city 
uni|uestionably is as near the business 
center as tiossible, and the foot of 
Market street is as near the business 
center of the city as this terminal can 
reasonably be placed, 'bhe choice of 
tliis city as the exposition site will 
increase this traffic to a (iegree and in 
a space of time that no other develop¬ 
ment could have brought about. This 
will be but a commencement of the 
vast intlux of easterners and foreigners 
who will journey westward to Han 
Francisco in the next live years. The 
population of this city will grow fast, 
and this growth will increase railroad 
business in a like <legree. l''or any 
increase in traffic, or for even the 
present traffic, the Thirri and 'I’owns- 
end streets station is inconvenient and 
inadeiiuate, and an eyesore as well. 
It is hardly the j)lace to luesent as a 
lirst impression to the imiiortant i)er- 
sonages of the world who will visit us 
in 1915, and all main line trains will

j After the reading of the report, the 
I secretary, Paul Pinckney, was directed 
j to send a cojiy of it to the newspapers 
i of the county with a request that they 
i publish it for the public information. 
He was al.so directed to refjuest Rev. 
\V. A. Hrewer, chairman of the meet¬ 
ing that authorized the committee, to 
call a public meeting to organize in 
conformity with the plan outlined in 
the report. 

The repjort follows; 

Gentlemen: — The Committee ap- 
lioinled to report a plan for a perman¬ 
ent organization, beg leave to report 
as follows: 

1. —That in order to maintain a 
permanent and eflective organization 
it is necessary to have an assured in¬ 
come sufficient to maintain permanent 
headquarters with a jiaid manager in 
charge who can attend to the details 
of the work ; that for such purjiose a 
minimum monthly income of at least 
8200 per month is necessary.

The question of Japanese exclusion 
flared up again Thursday in the Cali¬ 
fornia Legislature, spreading from the 
Senate to the Assembly. The latter 
adopted a resolution Identical with 
one adopted Wednesday by the Senate, 
calling upon the President and the 
California delegation in Congress to 
safeguard the interests of the State. 
A telegram from President Taft to 
Governor Johnson induced the Execu¬ 
tive to break a consistent silence and 
send to the Legislature all his tele¬ 
graphic correspondence on the sub- 
iect, and further agitation is promised 
by the Democratic minority. Late 
Thursday Governor Johnson made the 
following statement; 

“I know nothing of the treaty. The 
matter in which the people of the 
State are interested is exclusion. 

“The question is, do we get exclu¬ 
sion? 

"The President of the United States 
says we do, and that ends the matter 
so far as I am concerned.” 

Governor Sends Dispatches. 

The message of Governor Johnson 
quotes the dispatch he received from 
President Taft as follows: 

“I have the resolution transmitted 
to you. The treaty and the assurances 


The United States Senate, although 
in executive session for two hours 
late Thursday, again failed to ratify 
the treaty with Japan, sent to that 
body on Tuesday by the President. 
But It api)ears to be in somewhat im¬ 
proved position. 

Senator Hale is said to have exhib¬ 
ited no opj)ositinn to it at the session 
Thursday. Several Far Western Sen¬ 
ators, however, asked further time to 
study the matter, especially to ascer¬ 
tain the sentiments of their constitu¬ 
ents, after they had time to under¬ 
stand the nature of the treaty. 

The immigration question is said to 
have been the (piestlon most discussed 
in the executive session. That the 
practical effect of the treaty in that 
respect is not at all what the people 
of the Pacific Coast have assumed it 
to be, cund that their fears are ground¬ 
less, was the essence of a telegram 
sent by President Talt to Governor 
Johnson of California. 

The President assured Governor 
Johnson that the treaty and the ac 
companying documents were exactly 
as they were explained to the Gov¬ 
ernor by hlm.self and the Secretary 
of State, and that there is no danger 
of any relaxation of the recent restric- J 
tions u|)on the immigration of Japan-i 
ese laborers. 

He asks the Governor to explain the 
truth of the matter to the California 
Legislature, believing that the resolu 
tions adopted by that body Thursday 
were occasioned by a misunderstand¬ 
ing of the treaty.
